The cited prior arts on 892's fail to recite or disclose all the other limitations of the 
independent claim in combination with uniquely distinct features of underlined bold claims 
below; 

an electronic network for communicating with the central server; and a plurality of 
remote display devices for receiving via the electronic network the media content from the 
central server, wherein each of the remote display devices includes: at least one electronic 
display, one or more target attributes associated with the remote display device that relate 
to environmental variables of the remote display device, a biasing engine for comparing the 
media content attributes with the target attributes, and for causing the electronic display to 
display only those of the media content having one or more of the attributes associated 
therewith that satisfy a predetermined matching criteria with respect to the one or more 
target attributes- and a local storage medium for storing the media content received from 
the central server.
